I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  1948. 

Since  November  1st,  1948,  the  appointment  of 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  a  full  time  one,  Mr.  Broad 
relinquishing  the  appointment  of  Surveyor  when  Mr. 
Peacock  took  up  that  office. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  satis- 
factory. 

As  last  year,  there  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
notified.. 

The  vital  statistics  compare  favourably  with  those 
of  England  and  Wales. 

Progress  with  new  houses  has  been  made. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  will  probably  be 
completed  early  in  1949.

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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Co.,  and  this  supply  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.  No  new  sources  of  supply 
have  been  provided,  but  a  scheme  has  been  submitted  to 
the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  to  provide 
a  public  supply  of  water  in  the  Parishes  of  Yoxall, 
Wychnor,  Tatenhill,  Dunstall,  Barton  under-Needwood, 
Hanbury,  Anslow  and  Rolleston  from  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Co’s,  mains.  The  scheme  has 
been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  work 
has  started  in  Hanbury  Parish.  Tenders  have  been  let 
for  the  remainder  of  the  other  work. 


The  township  of  Tutbury  is  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Rural  District  Council’s  own  Scheme.  The 
supply  in  this  case  has  been  satisfactory  as  to  quality, 
and  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  inadequacy  of 
the  existing  storage  arrangements 


The  water  at  Tutbury  is  chlorinated  as  required  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  Bacteriological  examination  and 
chemical  analysis  have  been  made  of  this  water,  and  it 
was  found  that  the  Coli  Aerogenes  Content  (presumptive 
Coli)  was  Nil  per  100  ml.  after  48  hours  incubation  at 
37"  Cent.  The  Chemical  Analysis  showed  the  water  to 
be  organically  of  satisfactory  quality,  but  very  hard. 

The  hardness  before  boiling  was  49-7" 

The  hardness  after  boiling  was  32.6 
Temporary  hardness  17. 1°

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewers  were  laid  in  the  new  street  off  Mill  Lane, 
Bar  ton  -  u  n  d  e  r-Ne  e  d  woo  d ,  and  in  Dovecliffe  Crescent, 
Stretton.  Schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  new 
sewers  in  Beacon  Road  and  Beacon  Crescent,  Rolleston, 
Holts  Lane,  Tutbury,  and  Craythorne  Lane,  Stretton. 
Messrs.  Willcox,  Raikes  and  Marshall  are  preparing 
schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  parishes 
of  Yoxall,  Tatenhill,  Hanbury,  Anslow,  Rolleston  and 
a  portion  of  Dunstall.  A  scheme  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  a  new  sewage 
pumping  station  at  the  Rolleston  Sewage  Disposal 
Works. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  domestic  scavenging  scheme  carried  out  by 
direct  labour  in  the  Parishes  of  Barton.  Branston,  Out- 
woods,  Rolleston,  Stretton  and  Tutbury  continues  to  work 
most  satisfactorily.  A  regular  fortnightly  collection  of 
house  refuse  is  made,  and  a  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil. 
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The  two  new  “Chelsea”  type  S.  and  D.  freighters 
previously  ordered,  have  been  received  and  are  giving 
satisfaction. 

Subject  to  sufficient  and  satisfactory  labour  being 
available,  further  extensions  of  the  refuse  scheme  by 
direct  labour  may  be  envisaged  in  other  Parishes. 

The  domestic  scavenging  in  the  Parish  of  Hanbury 
is  carried  out  by  contract,  and  the  work  has  been  of  a 
satisfactory  standard  throughout  the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

104  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been  abolished  and 
water  closets  substituted  by  owners  during  the  year. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

There  has  been  one  smoke  nuisanceduring  the  year. 
Notice  was  served  requiring  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisance,  and  no  further  action  has  been  necessary. 


Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the 
District. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  district  is  a 
privately  owned  one  in  the  village  of  Rolleston-on-Dove. 
This  appears  to  be  well  managed  and  supervised. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

One  farm  cottage  was  found  to  be  heavily  infested 
with  bed  bugs.  The  premises  were  sprayed  thoroughly 
with  “Zaldecide  ”  containing  5%  D.D.T. 

This  treatment  appeared  to  be  effective.

Housing  Survey. 

In  September,  1948,  Mr.  W.  W.  Warren  was 
appointed  temporary  Housing  Inspector  with  the  object 
of  completing  this  survey  at  an  early  date. 


I 
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643  houses  were  inspected  and  recorded  to  Dec¬ 
ember  making  a  total  of  2268  since  the  Survey  com¬ 
menced. 

70  notices  were  served  as  a  result  of  these  inspec¬ 
tions.  The  work  has  been  completed  in  6  cases,  and  in 
a  further  24  cases  orders  have  been  given  to  builders  for 
the  work  to  be  carried  out. 

During  the  year  14  private  enterprise  houses  were 
completed  and  occupied ;  85  Council  Houses  were  com¬ 
pleted  and  90  occupied.

Milk  Supply. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  of  the  district  have 
been  inspected  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  depart¬ 
ment. 

Inspections  of  food  shops  in  the  district  have  been 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  staff.  Four  condem¬ 
nation  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  quantities  of 
food  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  less  prevalent  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  has  been  mild  in  type. 


There  has  not  been  a  case  of  Diphtheria  or  Acute 
Polio-myelitis.

Regular  sessions  for  this  treatment  have  been  held 
at  the  five  Infant  Welfare  centres  in  the  District,  and 
schools  have  been  visited  as  required.
